We hold that it was 
impolitic to remain in tho Soudan, tho in- 
coming government declared it to bo a mu- 
tako to withdraw and maintained that tho 
British ought to remain in order to establish 
order. But they naid that tho evacuation of 
tho Soudan had, when they cam« into 
power, gone too far to be retracted and must 
be completed. Tho only complaint made by 
our opponents is that wo did not commit 
more or greater errors." 


Regarding Afghanistan ho said tho non- 


government had adopted the frontier linos 
already laid out, and complacently gave 
credit to tho arooer for having adoptod 
thoir linos. "They adopted our policy," 
said he, "seeing in it their only alternative." 
But for tho result of tho Liberal policy in 
Afghanistan he trsmbtad to think of tho 
consequences, ono of which would havo 
boon mooting Russia allied with Afghanis- 
tan. Recurring to 
Balkan 
affairs, 
Mr. 


Gladstone said ho was unable to flnd any- 
thing in tho Balkan policy of tho Tory 
government of which ho could reasonably 
complain.

that Servia, without European interven- 
tion, had carried bloodshed Into Bulgaria.

After a continuous service of nearly 


412 years on tho bench of tho court of 
common plans, in New York City, Chief 
Justice Charles P. l)cly will retire from 
the exeroiso of his judicial functions on 
December 31, carrying with him tho es- 
teem and respect of the members of the 
bar and tho unsullied reputation ot an 
upright judge among tho people ,ot New 
York state. With the- siue'lo exception 
of the case of Judj;e Nolsoi), who occu- 
pied ft judicial position for about 47 
years Judge Daly'a record is the longest 
ever made by a judicial officer iu this 
country, and il is the longest over made 
i n New York, Judge Nelson's career 
covered both the state and the United 
States courts, while Judge Daly has sat 
continnonsly for over four decades in 
the court of common plea.°, having been 
iu that period five times reeleoted.

Reports continuo 
to bo received, and apparently with somo 
foundation, that both Austria and Russia 
are mobilizing considerable portions of thoir 
forces on tho frontier. 
Deep ixiterost is 


aroused in tho prophecy of the very influ- 
ential and well-informed Frankfort Oazatto 
that bostilitios between Austria and Russia 
can now be averted only by something 
equivalent to miraculous. 
This sober state- 


ment from so weighty a journal Is moro in- 
fluential upon public opinion than tho loss 
well considered predictions of scores of cor- 
respondents at the front.
